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In a communication mailed by this Office on 31 January 2002, applicants were informed 
that the declaration filed on 05 October 2001 could not be accepted because it failed to comply 
with the requirements of 37 CFR 1 .497(b)(2). Specifically, the declaration did not set forth the 
residence, citizenship, and mailing address for the deceased inventor, as required under 37 CFR 



On 30 April 2002, applicants filed a "Reply to Third Communication Regarding 
Submission Under 37 CFR 1.42" accompanied by a supplemental declaration and the petition 
and fee required for a one month extension of time. Based on the extension, the 30 April 2002 
submission is considered a timely response to the 3 1 January 2002 Office communication. 

In the supplemental declaration filed 30 April 2002, legal representative Anne Bravard 
confirms that the residence, citizenship, and mailing address listed in the previously filed 
declaration is the same for both Ms. Bravard and for the deceased inventor. The combination of 
the declaration filed 05 October 2001 and the supplemental declaration filed 30 April 2002 is 
therefore acceptable under 37 CFR 1 .42 and complies with the requirements of 37 CFR 1 .497.
